way by Choirmaster S. Wesley Martin 
of St. Chry so-tom’s church. 
T h e ac­ 
quaintance was mutually pleasing and 
beneficial and on his removal to Dixon 
Rev. Mr. Sage immediately set about 
organizing aud equiping a choir such 
as had been maintained in his Chicago 
charge.

T he repertoire consists of 
over one hundred services and anthems 
in addition to the regular hy mns of the 
church. 
T he work of the choir receives the

William H. Smith, 
the 
well-known 
musician, 
and 
of Prof. William 
F. 
Strong, director of the Dixon Conser­ 
vatory of Music at Dixon College. 
It 
is an easily verified fact th a t a major­ 
ity of the great composers of England 
and America h a \ e come from the ranks 
of church choirs of this character. T he 
training doss not merely make singers 
but it develops in the y oung the h igh ­ 
est musical appreciation. 
It enlarges 
the perception of harmony and creates 
a desire for the better class of music. 
Choirmaster Martin 
was born and 
reared in England in a highly musical 
family . 
His mother was for 25 y ears 
organist in one of the largest churches 
in London; S. S. Martin, the famous 
English composer, was his uncle. 
Mr. 
Martin had a large experience in the 
eouductiong of church choirs before 
leaving England and now has charge 
of the choir in one of the largest 
churches in Chicago. 
He is also in 
charge of the vested choirs in the 
churches at Rockford and 
Freeport. 
For four y ears this talented musician 
has been coming to Dixon, but the fact 
has not aroused any comment, for his 
is a very modest and retiring person­ 
ality . 
Mr. Martin has been ably seconded 
in bis musical efforts in behalf of Dix­ 
on by the organist, Mrs. W. H. Smith. 
She has been punctual at rehearsals, 
regular in attendance and efficient in 
her work at the organ.
